QUESTION. 


The Sacramento Bee seems to be at 


least partially converted to the cause 
of silver. 
It experienced the chanf c a 


few weeks ago and since.then has been 
doing good work for tbe demonetized 
metal. In defending its comse from 
the charge of inconsistency made by 
papers, it claims tb:it "to ask that the 
Pacific Coast delegations be pledged to 
a silver candidate on a silvei platform 
and that they refuse to have them- 
selves bound to any man v.ho v>ill not 
come oat squarely and openly on th it 
proposition coutakisin itno element of 
inconsistency." To bavu tbe California 
delegation, for instance, talk silver and 
be tagged irrevocably to McKinley, 
whether be would come to tbe front as 
silver's champion 01 act, would not 
only be the higbt of inconsistency, but 
it might be sacrificing tho very princi- 
ples for which tho Pacific Coast dele- 
gations desire to flght. 


Tho Bee tbinks it probable that a ma- 


jority of the people of the United 
States would be for the restoration of 
silver if a vote were to be taken to- 
morrow, as the vo.te of the politicians 
in the East is not the voice of the peo- 
ple. 


What do tue Republicans of Nevada 


think of the Bee's pioposition to bend 
delegates to tho National Convention 
pledged to silver? 
Do they think it 


worth trying or are they content to let 
the gold men of the East run the con- 
ventions to suit themselves and sup- 
port the party whatever it may do? It 
will be only a short time until they 
will have to make arrangements to send 
delegates to the National Convention 
and as the silver question is of vital inr.-1 
portance to Nevada, all parties should i 
discuss it and ascertain what tbe senti-1 
ments of the people are on the subject | 
It the Republicans declare absolutely I 
for free coinage, every Silver man) 
should support tho ticket. 
Should 


they fail to do this and the Democrats 
declare for free coinage, then Silver 
men should tally to their standard. 
Should neither declare for free coincide, 
then it will be the duty of all who I o- 
lieve in the restoration of silver to .'.v 
all in their power to consolidate; the 
National Silver party men and Popu- 
lists at St. Louis on July 22d and beiid 
their efforts to elect the nominees of 
that convention for President aid Vice- 
President of tbe United States. 


The Bee and some other papers which 


now talk silver must feel, if they tbmk 
a moment on the subject, that the Ke- 
publican National Convention will not 
declare for free silver. 
Four-nths of 


the representatives of that party m 
Congress vote.1 against the Senate free 
coinage bill a few weeks ago. The lead- 
ing newspapers, the molders of Repub- 
lican sentiment in the east, aro opposed 
to it and eastern sentiment v-dl domin- 
ate the convention, shapo its platform 
and nomiilate its candidctes. Tho gold 
men feel that this year, as heretofore, 
many of tho Republicans of the west 
who talk silver will vote for a gold 
candidate, and while prophecy is not 
an exact science there are those who 
predict that the Bee, notwithstanding 
its present avowed friendliness for 
silver will be upholding the gold stand- 
ard after tbe meeting of the Republi- 
can National Convention. Does the 
Bee suspect that their prediction will 
be verified.

Re- 
fijrrir.g (o the proposed action of Soi ro- 
tary Morton in complying w'th the 
seed resolution, Vest said it would not 
be cu.ried out so as to secure an 
ctiiciout diatiibution of seeds, but that 
the Sroretaiy uonld act in such u way 
nb lo place upon Congress the appear- 
ance of wasting tho appropriation; As 
to the Uncompahgre reservation and 
Secretary Ssmitn, he declared that the 
Secretary, and the,President acting on 
tbo suggestion of the Secretary, had de- 
cided that Congress did not know what 
it was doing. Vest declared that there 
was a disposition on the part of the 
Administration not to treat the people 
of the far West fairly, as if they did 
not know what they wanted. 


He referred to tbe President as 


standing on the thresholds of tho rum 
holes and placeo of vice in New York 
and saying that the people of the \\est 
needed missionary aid. 
He had heard 


that the Paesident had lately laid his 
heart at the feet of Jesus. He was 
glad to hear it. 
He had feared that 


the President had 
donated all his 


adoration to tbe mugwumps and in- 
cense burners. Vest said that if the 
President would hunt fewer ducks in 
North Carolina and silver Democrats 
in Kentucky, it would be better for the 
country. 
He declared that the refusal 


of the pablio officers to obey the law 
has become so flagrant that it de- 
manded the attention of the legislative 
bianch of the Government.

The reasons for it are 
easy, Defendant found himself short 
of gold in view of the annual settle- 
ment near at hand, and this surrepti- 
tious melt was required to make the 
weight and $20,000 value lacking all 
right. 


Counsel went on to show definitely 


when this required molt was made and 
by the defendant, and the renally 
reprehensible efforts made by the de- 
fense to fix it upon Melter and Refiner 
Harris, who could not possibly be the 
guilty man, as he did not oven come 
into the mint until June 8,1804. Jones 
was tho active manager aud controller 
of that department before Harris came 
in and so continued till Harris found 
things going wrong and called a halt 


nd found he was right in doing so. 
Counsel discussed and investigated 
ones' stock account and

ituation during the phases of time m- 
luded in this trial, how he was poor

He 
loncluded with remarking that he had 
ione nothing in thin trial to convict an 
unocent man, and earnestly hoped that 
he juiy would well and carefully con- 
sider this important public and na- 
ional matter now trustfully submitted 
o them and render a just verdict in 
iccordance with the law and evidence. 
3e concluded at 11:25. 


THF JUDGE'S CHARGE. 


Judge Hawley made some very perti- 


nent preliminary remarks to tho jury 
n introduction of his charge, which he 
said he had carefully written and con- 
sidered, and which the jury would as 
aref ully and deeply consider. He had 
given all possible latitude to counsel 
on either side iu this case, and would 
ontinue to do so in any other case 
coming befoie him, and ho felt that 
then there could be no couso for com- 
Dlaint. The jury has to consider all 
points in the case and be the sole and 
exclusive judges of the testimony 
placed before them and nothing else. 


His charge as read was of considera- 


ble length, occupying uver half an hour 
n reading. It gave the points of law 
and evidence involved, dwelt upon 
some of the most prominent features 
and testimony in the case, the spurious 
melt and probability of others, the de- 
fendant's financial condition before 
after and now, and their condemnatory 
ircumstances.

credibility to place upon his testimony 
and others, and what I have stated at 
other times during this trial about 
reasonable doubt. This he defined and 
analyzed at considerable length, as 
being based upon human reason and 
common sense, and which they must 
give in favor of the accused if they 
consider it just.
